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US-China strategic talks get test this week

BEIJING (AP) — The United 
States and China will spend 
time over the next couple 
of days testing whether 
their annual “Strategic and 
Economic Dialogue” can 
produce tough compro¬ 
mises or just serve as a ven¬ 
ue to talk about greater 
cooperation. 

The Obama administration 
comes with a clear set of 
priorities to this year’s meet¬ 
ing in the Chinese capital:

The last year has been dif¬ 
ficult for U.S.-Chinese coop¬ 
eration.

The British Virgin 
Islands gets $35M 
cruise wharf loan 

TORTOLA, British Virgin Is¬ 
lands (AP) — A bank has 
agreed to provide financ¬ 
ing for a cruise ship pier ex¬ 
pansion in the British Virgin 
Islands, officials in the Ca¬ 
ribbean territory said Mon¬ 
day. First Caribbean Inter¬ 
national Bank reached a 
$35 million loan agreement 
with the British Virgin Islands 
Ports Authority, the gov¬ 
ernment said in a state¬ 
ment. The terms were not 
released. Ports Authority 
Managing Director Claude 
Skelton-Cline said site 
preparations have begun 
and construction should 
be underway in August. 
The $52 million project is 
scheduled to be complet¬ 
ed by next summer. In ad¬ 
dition to a larger cruise ship 
pier, the project includes 
retail and other develop¬ 
ment on five acres. The Brit¬ 
ish Virgin Islands brought in 
about 340,000 cruise ship 
passengers last year, down 
from 571,000 in 2008 in a 
decline officials said was 
caused by an inability 
to accommodate larger 
ships.Q 

No arrests over

Police inves¬ 
tigator Jean-Faustin Solo¬ 
mon says several people 
have been questioned but 
nobody has been arrested 
in the death of 77-year-old 
George Knoop. The retired 
teacher from Chicago was 
working at the evangelical 
Quisqueya Chapel in the 
densely packed Delmas 
section of Port-au-Prince.

Zach Segaar-King said

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Obama seeks nearly $4 billion for immigration crisis

WASHINGTON - President 
Barack Obama is request¬ 
ing almost $4 billion in 
emergency funding from 
Congress to confront an 
immigration crisis from a 
wave of unaccompanied 
children surging across the 
southern border of the Unit¬ 
ed States, White House of¬ 
ficials said Tuesday. 

The financial request, which 
is almost twice the amount 
that officials had previously 
signaled might be neces¬ 
sary, would boost spending 
on border patrol agents, 
immigration judges, aerial 
surveillance and new de¬ 
tention facilities. Nearly half 
of the money would be 
used to improve care for 
the children while they are 
moved through the depor¬ 
tation process. 

“We are taking steps to pro¬ 
tect due process but also 
to remove these migrants 
more efficiently,” a White 
House official said Tuesday. 
“We are taking an aggres¬ 
sive approach on both 
sides of the border.” 
Congress will have its own 
ideas on how the $3.7 bil¬ 
lion should be spent. And 
already there were signs 
from Republicans on Tues¬ 
day that the president’s 
proposal did not address 
all of their concerns. Mi¬ 
chael Steel, a spokesman 
for House Speaker John A. 
Boehner, said a “working 
group on the border crisis” 
would review the proposal. 
“The speaker still supports 


deploying the National 
Guard to provide humani¬ 
tarian support in the affect¬ 
ed areas - which this pro¬ 
posal does not address,” 
Steel said. 

The decision to ask Con¬ 
gress for more money 
comes as Obama leaves 
for Texas on Tuesday on a 
previously scheduled trip 
that involves political fund¬ 
raising and events focused 
on the middle class and the 
economy. 

Obama is not scheduled 
to travel to the border dur¬ 
ing his visit but has offered 
to meet privately with Gov. 
Rick Perry, after Perry de¬ 
clined a photo-op hand¬ 
shake with the president in 
front of Air Force One when 
Obama arrives. 

Valerie Jarrett, a senior 
White House adviser, in¬ 
vited Perry to a roundtable 
discussion about the issue 
with faith leaders and lo¬ 
cal officials in Dallas. White 
House officials said Tuesday 
that Perry had accepted 
the invitation, but officials 
in the governor’s office did 
not immediately respond 
to a request for comment. 
The delicate negotiations 
over a meeting between 
the two leaders underscore 
the high stakes for politi¬ 
cians as they deal with the 
huge numbers of unac¬ 
companied children cross¬ 
ing into the United States in 
recent months.

New York hospital's former 
pharmacy chief stole near¬ 
ly 200,000 oxycodone pills 
from the medical center 
over more than five years 
and has been charged 
under a state drug-kingpin 
law more often aimed at 
accused street dealers, 
narcotics prosecutors said 
Tuesday. 

Anthony D'Alessandro 
pleaded not guilty. His law¬ 
yer, Joseph Sorrentino, said 
D'Alessandro is no drug 
lord, but rather a man who 
told a hospital investigator 
he’d had a drug problem.

Police said the woman 
in that case, Nicole Kelly, 
22, did not at first describe 
harming the boy, Kiam Felix 
Jr., but later, under ques¬ 
tioning, indicated to detec¬ 
tives that she had harmed 
the child. The city medical 
examiner had yet to deter¬ 
mine the cause of death. 


Both Kelly and Dabbs told 
police that they felt over¬ 
whelmed by their situations. 
Police surveillance footage 
showed Dabbs on Mon¬ 
day just before noon as she 
pushed a polka-dot stroller 
onto a platform in the Co¬ 
lumbus Circle station. Mo¬ 
ments later, police said, 
she stepped back into the 
No. 1 train alone, leaving 
the baby behind. On Mon¬ 
day night, police released 
pictures of the child and 
asked for the public’s help 
in identifying her. They later 
released a video of Dabbs. 
The infant was found by a 
33-year-old woman who 
passed the stroller on the 
platform. After staying with 
the child for about 20 min¬ 
utes, she called authorities. 
Hours later, just after mid¬ 
night Tuesday, a second 
good Samaritan saw Dabbs 
walking in Manhattan and, 
recognizing her from video 
released by authorities, 
flagged down a police of¬ 
ficer, police said.

Charges: Russian man stole data 
from retailers, restaurants, zoo 


SEATTLE (AP) — A Russian 
man recently arrested 
on bank fraud and oth¬ 
er charges hacked into 
computers at restaurants 
in Western Washington, 
hundreds of other retail 
businesses, and even the 
Phoenix Zoo, U.S. authori¬ 
ties allege. Roman Valerev- 
ich Seleznev appeared in 
court in Guam on Monday 
and was ordered detained 
until a hearing July 22. The 
30-year-old Moscow man 
was arrested by the U.S. Se¬ 
cret Service over the week¬ 
end, according to docu¬ 
ments filed in federal court 
in Seattle. 

Seleznev, known by the un¬ 
derground name “Track2," 
carried out a scheme to 
hack into retailers’ com¬ 
puters, install malicious soft¬ 
ware and steal credit card 
numbers from 2009 to 2011, 
according to an indict¬ 
ment unsealed Monday. 


He is accused of market¬ 
ing and selling those stolen 
credit card numbers on 
“criminally inspired web¬ 
sites” and using servers in 
Virginia, Russia, Ukraine and 
other parts of the world to 
help carry out the scheme. 
In March 2011, a grand jury 
in Washington state indict¬ 
ed Seleznev on charges of 
bank fraud, obtaining infor¬ 
mation from a protected 
computer, aggravated 
identity theft, trafficking in 
unauthorized access de¬ 
vices and possessing sto¬ 
len credit card numbers. 
Seleznev also is charged 
in a similar but separate in¬ 
dictment in Nevada. 

The Washington indict¬ 
ment accuses him of hack¬ 
ing into computers at the 
Broadway Grill in Seattle 
and stealing 32,000 unique 
credit card numbers be¬ 
tween December 2009 
and October 2010. □

WASHINGTON (AP) — At¬ 
torney General Eric Holder 
called on European na¬ 
tions Tuesday to deal more 
aggressively with the threat 
posed by the thousands 
of Westerners who have 
traveled to Syria to join the 
fighting there. 

In a speech for Norwegian 
diplomats in Oslo, Holder 
encouraged European 
countries to pass laws that 
make it illegal to prepare 
for or plan an act of ter¬ 
rorism; to conduct under¬ 
cover operations to iden¬ 
tify individuals planning a 
trip to Syria; to better share 
information and data with 
the U.S. and other countries 
about foreign fighters; and 
to develop programs to 
counter radical extremism. 
“This is a global crisis in need 
of a global solution. The Syr¬ 
ian conflict has turned that 
region into a cradle of vio¬ 
lent extremism,” Holder said 
in his speech, according 
to a copy of his prepared 
remarks. The speech, at 
the U.S. ambassador's resi¬ 
dence, comes amid grow¬ 
ing concerns about citizens 
from the United States and 
Europe who are travel¬ 
ing to Syria to join the fight 
against the Syrian govern-

GOP picks Cleveland for 2016 convention

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Cleveland won the back¬ 
ing of a Republican Na¬ 
tional Committee panel on 
Tuesday, all but guarantee¬ 
ing the party’s next presi¬ 
dential pick will accept the 
party’s nomination there in 
2016. 

The Republicans' site se¬ 
lection committee backed 
Cleveland over Dallas and 
the full 168-member RNC 
is expected to ratify the 
choice next month. RNC 
Chairman Reince Priebus 
said a specific start date 
for the convention has not 
been picked. 

Paying for the convention 
was the top criterion for the 
12-member site selection 
committee. The previous 
two Republican conven¬ 
tions have sapped party 
dollars during election 
years, and Priebus insisted 
the host city not leave the 
central party picking up 
the tab, which is expected 
to be around $60 million. 

In proposals and presenta¬ 
tions to the party, Cleve¬ 
land pledged to raise the 


tens of millions of dollars 
required to pay for the 
weeklong rally for the party 
faithful. A successful con¬ 
vention is a boon not just to 
the political party, but also 
to the local economy. 
Democrats, meanwhile, 
are on their own timeline 
for picking a venue. Dem¬ 
ocratic National Commit¬ 
tee officials will begin sife 
visits with a stop July 21 in 
Birmingham, Alabama. 
Other cities in contention 
are New York City; Phila¬ 
delphia; Cleveland; Co¬ 
lumbus, Ohio; and Phoenix. 
DNC Chair Debbie Wasser- 
man Schultz is expected to 
announce a host city ei¬ 
ther late this year or early in 
2015. 

In a post-convention re¬ 
port, organizers of Tampa, 
Florida's 2012 Republican 
convenfion said ifs $58 mil¬ 
lion in fundraising resulted 
in a $214 million direct 
economic impact. Some 
50,000 activists, officials 
and reporters descended 
on the Tampa area for 
the convention, officials 
said. More journalists visited 
Tampa for the Republican 
convention in 2012 than 


visited in 2009 when Tampa 
hosted professional foot¬ 
ball's Super Bowl. 

That economic impact is 
one reason cities compet¬ 
ed for months to host the 
convention. 

Organizers earlier eliminat¬ 
ed bids from Denver; Cin¬ 
cinnati; Columbus, Ohio; 
Kansas City, Missouri; Las 
Vegas and Phoenix. 

After Las Vegas was no lon¬ 
ger in play, 

Dallas emerged as a ma¬ 
jor competitor, in part be¬ 
cause of its coalition of 
wealthy donors with ties to 
the Bush family and the oil 
industry. 

Dallas hosted the 1984 Re¬ 
publican convention, and 
Texas is seen as a reliably 
Republican state in presi¬ 
dential elections. 

But Cleveland has made 
an aggressive — and per¬ 
suasive — pitch to host Re¬ 
publicans on the shores of 
Lake Erie. 

Ohio is a perennially hard- 
fought state in presidential 
campaigns. No Repub¬ 
lican has captured the 
White House without Ohio 
since Abraham Lincoln in 
1860.Q 


Obama inches into competitive 
Colorado Senate race this week

WASHINGTON (AP) — For the first time, President Barack 
Obama is inching into one of the highly competitive 
races that could determine whether Democrats main¬ 
tain control of the U.S. Senate this fall. Obama’s trip 
to the state of Colorado fo raise money for Sen. Mark 
Udall underscores fhe polifical risks for vulnerable Dem¬ 
ocrats of being linked with the increasingly unpopular 
president. 

Obama will headline a high-dollar fundraiser for Udall 
in Denver on Wednesday but the event is off-limits to 
news cameras. UdaN’s office also says the senator will 
not attend an economic speech the president plans 
to deliver in Denver, ensuring that there will be no pho¬ 
tos of the two men together. 

Republicans quickly pounced on UdaN's plans, eager 
to link the incumbent to a president with sagging ap¬ 
proval ratings, both nationally and in Colorado. 

“Sen. Udall's message to the president is clear: help 
me rake in campaign cash behind closed doors, keep 
the media from capturing photos of us together, and 
avoid real Coloradans at all costs,” said Alex Siciliano, 
a spokesman for Rep. Cory Gardner, Udall’s opponent 
in the November election. 

Udall is one of several Democratic senators at risk of 
losing their seat this November, putting Senate con¬ 
trol within Republican reach for the first time during 
Obama's presidency. Losing control of fhe Senate 
would be devastating to Obama’s chances of pass¬ 
ing any major legislation in his final fwo years in office, 
though his prospects may be little better if Democrats 
hang on to the Senate and Republicans maintain their 
majority in the House. 

While Obama has called keeping the Senate one of his 
top priorities, he is limited in how much direct involve¬ 
ment he can have in helping the most at-risk members 
of his party. Like Udall, most are from states that can 
swing to Democrats or Republicans or conservative¬ 
leaning states like Louisiana, Arkansas and North Caro¬ 
lina, where close ties with the president may be more 
of a hindrance than a help. 

So far, the vulnerable Senate Democrats has put some 
distance between Obama and their campaigns. But 
with Wednesday’s fundraiser, Udall is breaking the ice, 
albeit tepidly. 

Tickets to the lunch cost up to $15,000 per couple, with 
the money split between Udall’s campaign and the 
Democratic Senatorial Campaign Committee. While 
Obama has attended numerous events for the DSCC, 
Wednesday’s event marks the first time he has ap¬ 
peared directly on behalf of an endangered Demo¬ 
crat. 

Some reporters will be in the room for Obama’s re¬ 
marks, but no cameras are allowed and the journalists 
will be kicked out during the president’s question-and- 
answer session with donors. The arrangement is typical 
of most of Obama’s smaller sessions with donors. □

American companies post most jobs in 7 years in May

WASHINGTON (AP) — U S. 

employers advertised more 
jobs in May than in any 
month in the past seven 
years, a sign that this year's 
strong hiring trend is likely to 
continue. 

More Americans also quit 
their jobs, a good sign be¬ 
cause it usually occurs 
when workers find new and 
higher-paying jobs. It also 
opens up more positions for 
those out of work. 
Employers posted 4.64 mil¬ 
lion jobs, a 3.8 percent in¬ 
crease from April’s total 
of 4.46 million, the Labor 
Department said Tuesday. 
That’s the fourth straight 
strong gain and is the high¬ 
est number since June 
2007. 

The figures come after last 
week’s healthy jobs report 
and underscore this year's 
steady improvement in hir¬ 
ing. Employers added a 
net total of 288,000 jobs in 
June, the government said 


last week, the fifth straight 
month of gains above 
200,000. That’s the first such 
stretch in 15 years. The un¬ 
employment rate fell to 
a five-year low of 6.1 per¬ 
cent. 

Tuesday’s report, known as 
the Job Openings and La¬ 
bor Turnover survey, offers 
a more complete picture 
of the job market. It reports 
figures for overall hiring, as 
well as the number of quits 
and layoffs. The monthly 
jobs figures are a net total 
of job gains or losses. 

Some details of the report 
weren’t as encouraging. 
Employers have been slow 
to fill their open jobs, which 
suggests they are having 
trouble finding workers with 
the right skills. 

Total hiring actually slipped 
in May, to 4.72 million from 
4.77 million in the previous 
month. 

But the number of peo¬ 
ple quitting their jobs rose 
60,000 to 2.5 million, the 
highest level since June 


US consumer borrowing 
rises at slow pace in May

WASHINGTON (AP) — Con¬ 
sumers increased their bor¬ 
rowing at a slower pace in 
May compared to the prior 
month. 

Overall credit rose by $19.6 
billion in May, down from 
a gain of $26.1 billion in 
April, the Federal Reserve 
said Tuesday. The relatively 
modest increase should 
help to feed slow but 
steady economic growth, 
because consumers rely 
on debt to pay tuition, buy 
cars and shop. 

Total outstanding consum¬ 
er debt is now approach¬ 
ing $3.2 trillion. 

Auto and student loans 
drove much of the gains 
in May. They increased by 
a combined $17.8 billion. 
That marks a year-over- 
year rise of 9.3 percent. 
Credit card debt rose by 
a slight $1.8 billion in May, 
after having surged in April. 
The increase in credit card 
debt over the past year 
has been 2.5 percent. 


Increased borrowing usu¬ 
ally suggests that people 
are more confident about 
their prospects and willing 
to take on debt. 

That, in turn, can help drive 
consumer spending, which 
accounts for 70 percent of 
U.S. economic activity. 
Credit card debt plummet¬ 
ed during the recession. An 
average household had 
$8,740 in credit card debt 
when the downturn started 
at the end of 2007, accord¬ 
ing to an analysis of Fed fig¬ 
ures by the financial data 
firm NerdWallet. 

That figure steadily 
dropped through the mid¬ 
dle of 2011, buf recently 
plateaued around $7,100 
because people are still 
hesitant to take on addi¬ 
tional high-interest debt. 
Student loan debt has 
been the biggest driver of 
consumer borrowing since 
the recession ended in 
June 2009, according to 
data from the Federal Re¬ 
serve Bank of New YorkO

2008. More quits indicate 
workers are confident 
about their job prospects. 
Federal Reserve chair Ja¬ 


net Yellen has said she is

Both quits and hiring re¬ 
main below their pre-re- 
cession levels, evidence 
that the job market isn’t 
yet back to full health.

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Soda tax’s last stand? Bay Area preps for showdown

WASHINGTON (AP) — If two 

of the most progressive U.S. 
cities don’t pass a tax on 
sugary drinks, will the idea 
finally fizzle out? 

Sugary drinks have been 
under fire for years, with 
many blaming them for ris¬ 
ing rates of obesity and 
chronic diseases. Yet efforts 
to curb consumption by 
imposing taxes and other 
measures have failed, in 
part because the beverage 
industry has spent millions to 
defeat the efforts. 

Now, the question of wheth¬ 
er a bottle of Dr Pepper with 
64 grams of sugar should be 
treated like a pack of ciga¬ 
rettes is being considered 
in San Francisco and Berke¬ 
ley, with the two California 
cities aiming to become 
the country’s first to pass 
per-ounce taxes on sugary 
drinks. 

The stakes are high, espe¬ 
cially given the Bay Area’s 
reputation for liberal poli¬ 
tics. If approved, Coca-Co¬ 
la, PepsiCo and other com-

panies fear it could gal¬ 
vanize health advocates 
elsewhere. If defeated, the 
idea of a soda tax could be 
dead. 

“The industry is really mo¬ 
tivated to beat us here. If 
they can beat us in San 
Francisco and Berkeley, no¬ 
body is going to take them 
on," said Larry Tramutola, 
the political consultant han¬ 
dling the campaign in sup¬ 
port of the tax in Berkeley. 
The odds aren't in favor of 
taxes. Since 2009, about 
30 special taxes on sug¬ 
ary drinks have been intro¬ 
duced around the country. 
Few have gained traction 
and none have prevailed. 
Chris Gindlesperger, a 
spokesman for the Ameri¬ 
can Beverage Associa¬ 
tion, the lobbying group for 
Coke and Pepsi, says the 
failures show people don’t 
support the idea. 

Others say the industry uses 
unfair tactics to defeat

Legal marijuana goes on sale in Washington

BELLINGHAM, Washington 
(AP) — Washington be¬ 
came the second state 
Tuesday to allow people 
to buy marijuana legally in 
the U.S. without a doctor’s 
note. 

People bought pot at 8 
a.m. at Bellingham’s Top 
Shelf Cannabis, one of two 
stores in the city north of 
Seattle that started selling 
marijuana as soon as it was 
allowed under state regu¬ 
lations. 

The start of legal pot sales 
in Washington Tuesday 
marks a major step that’s 
been 20 months in the 
making. Washington and 
Colorado stunned much 
of America by voting in 
November 2012 to legalize 
marijuana for adults over 
21, and to create state- 
licensed systems for grow¬ 
ing, selling and taxing the 
pot. Sales began in Colo¬ 
rado on Jan. 1. 

Washington issued its first 
24 retail licenses Monday, 
though not all business¬ 
es planned to start sell¬ 
ing weed on Tuesday. It’s 


been a bit of a bumpy ride 
in Washington state, with 
product shortages expect¬ 
ed as growers and sellers 
scramble to get ready. 

Pot prices were expected 
to reach $25 a gram or 


higher on the first day of 
sales — twice what people 
pay in the state's unregu¬ 
lated medical marijuana 
dispensaries. That was 


largely due to the short sup¬ 
ply of legally produced pot 
in the state. Although more 
than 2,600 people applied 
to become licensed grow¬ 
ers, fewer than 100 have 
been approved — and 


only about a dozen were 
ready to harvest by early 
this month. 

Colorado already had a 
regulated medical mari-

juana system, making for 
a smoother transition when 
it allowed those dispensa¬ 
ries to start selling to recre¬ 
ational pot shops on Jan.

Washington’s medical 
system is unregulated, so 
officials here were start¬ 
ing from scratch as they 
immersed themselves in 
the pot world and tried 
to come up with regula¬ 
tions that made sense 
for the industry and the 
public. The regulations in¬ 
clude protocols for testing 
marijuana, what types of 
edibles should be allowed, 
requirements for child- 
resistant packaging, how 
much criminal history is too 
much to get a license, and 
what types of security sys¬ 
tems pot shops and grow¬ 
ers should have. 
Washington state law al¬ 
lows the sale of up to an 
ounce (28 grams) of dried 
marijuana, 16 ounces 
(453 grams) of pot-infused 
solids, 72 ounces (2,040 
grams) of pot-infused liq¬ 
uids or 7 grams of concen¬ 
trated marijuana, like hash¬ 
ish, to adults over 21 .□ 


they are community-driven 
but aren’t. They are never¬ 
theless influential in shaping 
people’s attitudes. 

In San Francisco and Berke¬ 
ley, supporters of the tax say 
they’re better organized to 
battle such tactics. They're 
hitting the streets to edu¬ 
cate voters and plan to run 
TV ads, work phone banks 
and mail fliers. 

"In other places, bless their 
hearts, but they were ill-pre¬ 
pared for what was com¬ 
ing at them” said Maggie 
Muir, a consultant who was 
hired by San Francisco law¬ 
makers to lead the political 
committee in support of the 
soda tax. 

The San Francisco proposal 
is for a two-cent-per-ounce 
tax on sugary drinks and 
would not apply to milk or 
natural fruit juices without 
any added sugars. It needs 
a two-thirds vote to pass in 
the November election. 

The tax in Berkeley is for 
a penny per ounce and 
needs a simple majority of 
the vote. 

It’s a high bar either way. 
Just two years ago, similar 
measures were soundly de¬ 
feated in other California 
cities. Part of the reason is 
that even some who think 
drinking sugary drinks can 
be harmful don't believe 
taxing is the solution. 
Barbara Cassidy, 50, fears a 
soda tax could lead to simi¬ 
lar taxes on other foods. 

"It’s a slippery slope,” said 
Cassidy, a lifelong San Fran¬ 
cisco resident. 

Overall, Americans have 
been cutting back on soda 
for years, with sales volume 
down about 13 percent 
over the past decade, ac¬ 
cording to the industry 
tracker Beverage Digest. 
But other sugary beverages 
with healthier images have 
climbed; sports drinks, for 
instance, are up about 35 
percent. Taxing a product 
to discourage use has prov¬ 
en effective with cigarettes. 
According to the American 
Cancer Society, there’s a 4 
percent decline in overall 
smoking rates for every 10 
percent hike in cost. Still, at 
least one study has ques¬ 
tioned how effective a tax 
on sugary drinks could be 
since people might just 
spend their money on other 
high-calorie foods.Q

JERUSALEM (AP) — Israel 
launched its largest of¬ 
fensive in fhe Gaza Sfrip in

an open-ended operation 
aimed at ending weeks of 
heavy rocket fire. As Gaza 


militants unleashed salvos 
on Jerusalem and Tel Aviv, 
Israel mobilized forces 
along the border for a pos¬ 
sible ground invasion. 

The offensive set off the 
heaviest fighting between 


Israel and the Islamic mili¬ 
tant group Hamas since an 
eight-day battle in Novem¬ 
ber 2012. The militants fired 
about 160 rockets at Israel, 
including two intercepted 
over Tel Aviv, while Israel 
said it attacked more than 
150 sites across Gaza. 
Palestinian medics re¬ 
ported at least 19 dead, 
including six killed in an 
airstrike that flattened 
an apartment building in 
southern Gaza and set off 
widespread panic. 

In a nationally televised 
statement, Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu said 
continued rocket attacks 
on Israeli communities 
would not be tolerated. 
“Therefore I have ordered 
the military to significant¬ 
ly broaden its operation 
against Hamas terrorists 
and against the other ter¬ 


rorist groups inside Gaza,” 
he said. “I call on you to 
display patience because 
this operation could take 
time." 

Israel and Hamas are bit¬ 
ter enemies that have en¬ 
gaged in numerous rounds 
of fighting over the years. 
But until recently, they had 
been observing a truce 
that ended the previous 
hostilities in 2012. 

Tensions have been ris¬ 
ing since Palestinian mili¬ 
tants kidnapped three Is¬ 
raeli teenagers in the West 
Bank on June 12.

Iraqi parliament to meet early next week

BAGHDAD (AP) — Iraq’s 
parliament Tuesday of¬ 
ficially rescheduled its 
next session for early next 
week after criticism over 
initial plans for a five-week 
break, amid pressure for 
political leaders to agree 
on a new government that 
can confront militants who 
have overrun much of the 
country’s north and west. 
Acting parliament speaker 
Mahdi al-Hafidh said in a 
statement that after con¬ 
sidering the “national inter¬ 
ests,” the next session will 
be on Sunday instead of 
Aug. 12. He warned that 
any delay in forming a new 
government “will jeopar¬ 
dize Iraq’s security and de¬ 


mocracy and will increase 
the suffering of Iraqis.” He 
also called on all political 
rivals to “shoulder their re¬ 
sponsibilities and set aside 
their differences to fight 
terrorism to put Iraq back 
on the path of democra¬ 
cy.” Al-Hafidh’s statement 
made official what he had 
said late Monday was a 
“preliminary agreement” 
among political leaders 
to skip the long break and 
move the next session up 
to Sunday. Lawmakers are 
under pressure to quickly 
form a new government 
that can unite the coun¬ 
try and roll back the insur¬ 
gents. The legislature held 
its first session since April 
elections last week, but 
failed to agree on a new 


speaker, president and 
prime minister. 

Despite the decision to 
meet Sunday instead of 
next month, it still appears 
unlikely that political lead¬ 
ers will be able to bridge 
their differences in time to 
settle on names for the top 
leadership posts — par¬ 
ticularly the prime minister, 
with incumbent Nouri al- 
Maliki resisting a campaign 
to replace him. 

Al-Maliki's State of Law 
bloc won the largest share 
of seats in April's election, 
securing 92 out of parlia¬ 
ment’s 328 seats. But he 
is far short of the majority 
needed to govern, which 
means he needs allies to 
cobble together a coali¬ 
tion governments 
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Ukraine takes aggressive stance toward separatists

DONETSK, Ukraine (AP) — 

Ukraine's government took 
an increasingly aggressive 
stance Tuesday toward 
the pro-Russia separatists, 
vowing to expunge them 
from their reduced area of 
control and imposing new 
conditions before peace 
talks can restart. 

But as the military moves 
to encircle the rebel-held 
territory in eastern Ukraine, 
the government also said 
it would stop using the air 
and artillery strikes that 
drove the rebels from other 
towns so as to avoid terror¬ 
izing civilians. 

Ukraine has displayed 
growing confidence in re¬ 
cent days after driving the 
insurgents from Slovyansk, 
a city that had been the 
heart of the armed resis¬ 
tance since mid-April. Se¬ 
curity officials said Tuesday 
the area held by the rebels 
has now been reduced by 
half.This apparent rout has 
forced hundreds of mili¬ 
tants to regroup in Donetsk, 
the regional capital, where 
they occupy government 
buildings and move freely 
around the city. 

Andrei Purgin, deputy 
prime minister of the self- 
proclaimed independent 
Donetsk People's Republic, 
said the rebels have an es¬ 
timated 15,000 fighters and 
are focusing their efforts on 
defending Donetsk, a ma¬ 
jor industrial hub of 1 mil¬ 
lion. 

“We are creating one DPR 
fist that is ready to fight and 
repel the Ukrainian army,” 
Purgin told The Associated 
Press. He said his forces 
control all of Donetsk, 
where the normally busy 
streets were largely vacant 
but for groups of automat¬ 
ic rifle-toting rebels on pa¬ 
trol. 

“After Slovyansk we are 


gathering strength and 
resting. In Donetsk, we feel 
at home, and a home must 
be defended and protect¬ 
ed," said one 27-year-old 
rebel fighter, who gave 
his name only as Dmitry for 
fear of retaliation. He was 
patrolling a central district 


along with seven other mili¬ 
tia members. 

A major asset still under 
government control is the 
Donetsk Airport, the scene 
of a bloody clash in May 
that claimed the lives of 
dozens of insurgents. Pur¬ 
gin vowed that the rebels 
would soon take “all assets 
of interest, including the 
airport." 

Donetsk Mayor Alexander 
Lukyanchenko, who has 
cautiously refrained from 


openly taking sides in the 
conflict, said he was as¬ 
sured by Ukraine's presi¬ 
dent that the military will 
not launch air and artillery 
strikes on the city. 

Those strikes had hit Slovy¬ 
ansk and other rebel-held 
towns to vocal criticism 


from Russia, which ac¬ 
cused the central govern¬ 
ment in Kiev of indiscrimi¬ 
nately killing civilians. 

More than 400 people 
have died and tens of 
thousands have fled their 
homes during the nearly 
three-monthlong standoff 
between the rebels and 
the new government in 
Kiev, which came to pow¬ 
er after the previous Russia- 
friendly president was oust¬ 
ed in February. 


National Security Council 
spokesman Andrei Lysenko 
said Tuesday that plans 
were being drawn up to 
recapture Donetsk, as well 
as another insurgent-held 
city, Luhansk, without the 
use of artillery or aviation. 
He said Monday that the 
military would create cor¬ 
dons around the two cities 
to try to cut off rebel supply 
lines. 

In Luhansk, an apartment 
building and a business 
center were shelled on 
Tuesday, but no injuries 
were reported. The circum¬ 
stances of the shelling were 
not immediately clear. 

In Donetsk, tension was 
high among residents who 
watched with dismay as 
Slovyansk, about 110 ki¬ 
lometers (65 miles) to the 
north, fell in an increasingly 
ugly standoff. 

“I plan to leave the city 
as soon as possible," said 
Yekaterina Kachan, 47, 
who said the restaurant 
where she works was 
robbed by militia fighters. 
“They have turned us all 
into hostages, but I have 
no intention of digging 
graves for separatists un¬ 
der the muzzle of a rifle." 
Rebels in Ukraine and na¬ 
tionalists in Russia have 
called for the Kremlin to 
protect the insurgents, but 
Russian President Vladimir 
Putin has so far made no 
comment on their defeat 
in Slovyansk. 

Putin may be wary of 
more sanctions being im¬ 
posed by the West, which 
slapped visa bans and as¬ 
set freezes on Russian offi¬ 
cials and members of Pu¬ 
tin's inner circle after Rus¬ 
sia annexed the Black Sea 
region of Crimea in March. 
Kiev has accused Russia of 
lending direct support to 
the insurgents, something 
which Moscow denies. 
Purgin admitted to feeling 
disappointed by RussiaO 


EU united front 
on Russia falling 
amid gas needs

VIENNA (AP) — A clutch 
of countries is breaking 
ranks with the EU’s efforts 
to put economic and dip¬ 
lomatic pressure on Russia 
over Ukraine and building 
a pipeline meant to carry 
huge amounts of Russian 
gas to their doorstep. 

Their defiance of a Europe¬ 
an Union stop work order is 
more significant than just 
another missed chance 
for Europe to call out the 
Kremlin. Russian natural 
gas already accounts for 
around a third of the EU’s 
needs. The South Stream 
pipeline could increase 
Russian supplies to Europe 
by another 25 percent, 
potentially boosting Mos¬ 
cow's leverage long after 
the Ukraine crisis fades. 
Adding to the skein of Rus¬ 
sian pipelines already end¬ 
ing in Europe, South Stream 
would go through Bulgaria, 
Serbia, Hungary, Slovenia, 
Austria and Italy in one 
leg and Croatia, Macedo¬ 
nia, Greece and Turkey in 
a second. The European 
Commission, the EU execu¬ 
tive, has ordered a con¬ 
struction moratorium over 
concerns with Russia’s dual 
role as pipeline owner and 
gas supplier. It has also de¬ 
layed some political talks 
on the pipeline amid the 
crisis in Ukraine. 
“Developments in Ukraine 
and Russia have demon¬ 
strated that the EU’s prior¬ 
ity is to diversify its energy 
sources," says spokeswom¬ 
an Sabine Berger of the EU 
Energy Commissioner’s of¬ 
fice. 

But Austria, Hungary, and 
Serbia — the first two EU 
members, the third a can¬ 
didate to join — have said 
they will build their sections 
of the project and others 
may follow.Q

KABUL, Afghanistan - After 
hours of pitched political 
drama that sent President 
Barack Obama and other 
officials scrambling to calm 
a surge of Afghan faction¬ 
al hostility, the presiden¬ 
tial candidate Abdullah 
Abdullah walked a perilous 
line Tuesday, threatening 
to declare his own govern¬ 
ment even while urging his 
frenzied supporters to give 
him time to negotiate. 

Just a day before, the Af¬ 
ghan Independent Elec¬ 
tion Commission released 
preliminary results that 
showed Abdullah, who 
led in the first round, more 
than a million votes be¬ 
hind his rival, Ashraf Ghani 


Ahmadzai. U.S. officials in¬ 
cluding the senior envoy to 
Afghanistan, James F. Dob¬ 
bins, had urged the panel 
not to announce the tally 
before conducting a wide¬ 
spread audit, Dobbins said 
in a statement. 

Overnight, supporters from 
both political camps dem¬ 
onstrated in the streets, 
hailing their candidates as 
the legitimate president 
despite the caution of 
election officials that the 
results were not final. Sever¬ 
al powerful allies of Abdul¬ 
lah have publicly called for 
him to form a breakaway 
regime, incensed that the 
government would release 
results they say have been 
engineered by Ahmadzai, 
the election commission 


and President Hamid Kar¬ 
zai. But Abdullah stopped 
just short of taking that ac¬ 


tion Tuesday. Instead, he 
asked his supporters gath¬ 
ered in Kabul for more time 


to decide the right course 
of action, citing the urging 
of Obama and Secretary 
of State John Kerry, who is 
coming to Afghanistan on 
Friday in response to the 
crisis. 

“The people of Afghani¬ 
stan have been asking us 
to announce our govern¬ 
ment today and we can’t 
disregard this right,” Abdul¬ 
lah said. “I am not going 
to betray you, just give me 
time to defend justice, free¬ 
dom, the rule of law, and 
the people’s right. Give me 
time.” 

Lurking beneath the sur¬ 
face is a growing fear that 
long simmering ethnic ten¬ 
sions could erupt into vio¬ 
lence if the crisis is not re¬ 
solved. 


Defense rests case in 
Pistorius murder trial

LONDON - Before the High 
Court in Pretoria, the South 
African capital, Oscar Pis¬ 
torius has been depicted 
variously as anguished and 
remorseful, egotistic, en¬ 
amored of guns and filled 
with rage that propelled 
him to kill his girlfriend last 
year. But on Tuesday, his 
stop-start murder trial - 
televised around the world 
and one of the most sen¬ 
sational since the O.J. 
Simpson hearings - took 
a decisive step closer to 
the moment when Judge 
Thokozile Matilda Masipa 
will offer her judgment on 
which portrayal of Pistorius, 
a double-amputee track 
star, she believes is real. 

On the 39th day of hear¬ 
ings since the trial, which 
was supposed to last only 
three weeks, opened in 
March, defense lawyers 


rested their case and the 
hearings adjourned to per¬ 
mit both sides to prepare 
their written arguments be¬ 
fore they return to court on 
Aug. 7 and 8 to make their 
final oral arguments. A ver¬ 
dict could be in before the 
end of August, according 
to reporters in the court¬ 
room who have tweeted 
every minute detail of the 
case. But even as the trial 
nudged toward its closing 
stages after testimony from 
almost 40 witnesses, Pistori¬ 
us, 27, was again depicted 
as a man of contradictions, 
torn between supreme 
achievement on the track 
and a profound sense of 
private vulnerability away 
from it. 

“Although he loathes to be 
pitied in any way,” Profes¬ 
sor Wayne Derman, a lead¬ 
ing South African sports 
physician, said of Pistorius, 
“the hard truth is that he 
does not have lower legs.”

Route of proposed Nicaraguan canal unveiled

MANAGUA, Nicaragua 
(AP) — Nicaragua’s gov¬ 
ernment and Hong Kong- 
based HKND Group this 
week unveiled the route 
of a proposed $40 billion 
inter-ocean canal to com¬ 
pete with the Panama Ca¬ 
nal that Sandinista officials 
hope will lift the Central 
American country out of 
poverty. 

While the canal has the 
support of President Daniel 
Ortega and most Nicara¬ 
guans, many legal experts 
charge that the deal vio¬ 
lates the country’s national 
sovereignty. 

Environmental experts 
warn that construction 
could cause profound 
ecological damage by 
damming rivers, splitting 
ecosystems and moving 
untold tons of earth. 

Others fear the project is 
not economically feasible. 
Representatives of HKND, 
which is owned by Chi¬ 
nese businessman Wang 
Jing, said Monday that the 
canal will stretch 173 miles 
(278 kilometers), 65 miles 
(105 kilometers) of which 
are across Lake Nicara¬ 
gua.

Troubled Puerto 
Rico utility delays 
debt payments

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico (AP) 

— The financially troubled 
power company in Puerto 
Rico said Monday that it 
reached an agreement 
with lenders to delay pay¬ 
ments on its lines of credit, 
giving it some breathing 
room as it seeks to avoid 
a default that spook bond 
markets. Under the agree¬ 
ment, the publicly owned 
Puerto Rico Electric Power 
Authority says it may delay 
payments through July 31 
while it continues talks with 
lenders and looks for a lon¬ 
ger term solution to prob¬ 
lems that include deep 
debt and an overreliance 
on expensive fuel and out- 
of-date infrastructure. 
“While PREPA faces certain 
financial challenges to¬ 
day, we are working hard 
to improve operations,” Ex¬ 
ecutive Director Juan Ali¬ 
cea Flores said, referring to 
the utility by its acronym in 
Spanish. 

The utility has lines of credif 
totaling about $800 million 
with Citibank and Scotia- 
bank and about $9 bil¬ 
lion in outstanding debt, 
largely a result of years of 
borrowing to close deficits 
and meet expenses. 

PREPA, along with the 
publicly owned water util¬ 
ity and the highway and 
transportation agency, 
gained the ability to re¬ 
structure debt in a process 
similar to bankruptcy un¬ 
der legislation approved in 
June by the government of 
fhe U.S. island ferrifory. The 
law, which is being chal¬ 
lenged in court, spooked 
investors and prompted 
downgrades of Puerto 
Rico debt.Q

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Germany routs Brazil 7-1, reaches World Cup final

BELO HORIZONTE, Brazil 
(AP) — With Neymar out in¬ 
jured, just about everyone 
in Brazil knew it would be 
tough against Germany. 
Nobody ever expected 
this. 

The Germans tore apart 
Brazil's porous defense 
time and time again Tues¬ 
day, routing the hosts 7-1 in 
the World Cup semifinals, 
the largest margin of de¬ 
feat at this stage in the his¬ 
tory of the tournament. 
“We wanted to make the 
people happy ... unfortu¬ 
nately we couldn’t,” said 
Brazil defender David Luiz, 
who had scored in each of 
the last two matches. “We 
apologize to all Brazilians." 
The astounding scoreline is 
sure to overshadow Miro¬ 
slav Klose’s record-setting 
16th career World Cup 
goal. The strike pushed 
Klose past Brazil great Ron¬ 
aldo, who was at the Min¬ 
eirao Stadium on Tuesday 
as the Germans advanced 
to their eighth World Cup 
final. 

Germany will face either 
Argentina or the Nether¬ 
lands on Sunday at the 
Maracana Stadium in Rio 
de Janeiro with a chance 
to win for the fourth time. 
Brazil was playing with¬ 
out Neymar, the team’s 
key player and the poster 
boy for the World Cup. 
He scored four goals in 
the group stage, but Bra¬ 
zil’s attack seemed to get 
weaker and weaker as the 
tournament progressed. 
The Barcelona striker was 
ruled out of the tourna¬ 
ment with a broken verte¬ 
bra after getting kneed in 
the back in the quarterfinal 
win over Colombia, weak¬ 
ening the sputtering attack 
even more. 

With Neymar sidelined 
and captain Thiago Silva 
suspended, the collec¬ 


tive hopes of a nation re¬ 
mained high even if expec¬ 
tations were lowered. 

The atmosphere at the start 
of the match was spine- 
tingling, but the euphoria 
of the yellow-shirted thou¬ 
sands soon turned to tears 
as the Germans scored five 
goals in the first 30 minutes 
— four of them in a seven- 
minute span. 

“It was very important to 
stay calm, cool and cou¬ 
rageous in facing Brazilian 
passion,” Germany coach 
Joachim Loew said. 

The loss matched Bra¬ 
zil’s most-lopsided defeat 
ever, and it's the first time 
the team has lost in an of¬ 
ficial competitive match 
on home soil since 1975, 
when Peru won 3-1 at the 
very same stadium in the 
Copa America. Its last loss 
at home came in a friendly 
with Paraguay in 2002. 
Previously, Brazil's biggest 
World Cup loss was 3-0 to 


France in the 1998 final. In 
the 1920 the South Ameri¬ 
can championship, the 
predecessor of fhe Copa 
America, Brazil losf 6-0 fo 
Uruguay. 

“The responsibility for this 
catastrophic result is mine,” 
Brazil coach Luiz Felipe Sco- 
lari said. “I was in charge.” 
It was Germany’s biggest 
World Cup win since rout¬ 
ing Saudi Arabia 8-0 in a 
group match in 2002. 

On Tuesday, with Bernard 
playing as the third striker in 
the place of Neymar, Brazil 
attacked from the start. But 
they failed to get any solid 
chances, and it wasn't 
long before the Germans 
opened up the defense 
and started the rout. 

Toni Kroos and Andre 
Schuerrle scored two goals 
each, while Thomas Muel¬ 
ler and Sami Khedira add¬ 
ed the others. 

Oscar pulled a late goal 
back for Brazil. 


“Brazil was shocked af¬ 
ter the goals, they did not 
expect that. They did not 
know what to do,” Loew 
said. “Their defense was not 
organized. A little humble¬ 
ness would not hurt now.” 
Klose scored his record 
goal in the 23rd minute to 
make it 2-0. The German 
had his original shot saved, 
but he followed up as Bra¬ 
zil goalkeeper Julio Cesar 
spilled fhe ball, easily scor¬ 
ing from the rebound. 

Kroos scored his first goal 
in the 25th minute, knock¬ 
ing in a cross from Philipp 
Lahm that bypassed Muel¬ 
ler in the middle. He made 
it 4-0 a minute later, beat¬ 
ing Cesar after a defensive 
mistake from Fernandinho 
leff the ball on the feet of 
Khedira. 

Mueller scored the first 
goal, one-timing a corner 
from Kroos past Cesar in 
the 11th minute. Khedira 
made it 5-0 in the 29th, tak¬ 


ing a pass from Mesut Ozil 
and again beafing Cesar. 
“Today 10 minufes wenf 
wrong in the game and 
Germany did really well,” 
Scolari said. “It’s a chaotic 
and terrible defeat ... but 
we have to learn from it.” 
Schuerrle, who came on 
for Klose in the 58th min¬ 
ute, scored from a cross by 
Lahm in the 69th, and then 
knocked a shot off fhe un¬ 
derside of fhe crossbar and 
into the net in the 79th. 

It's the first time Brazil had 
allowed five goals in a 
World Cup match since 
the 1938 tournament in 
France, when the team 
beat Poland 6-5 in extra 
time. 

In previous World Cup semi¬ 
final matches, the largest 
margin of defeat was five 
goals, occurring on three 
occasions. 

“The German quality is 
very, very high,” Scolari 
said. “This is not normal. 
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Kittel wins 4th Tour stage as Froome takes a spill

LILLE, France (AP) — Marcel 
Kittel sprinted to his third 
stage victory at the Tour de 
France on Tuesday, while 
defending champion Chris 
Froome had a scare in a 
crash that scuffed up his 
left side and wrist before a 
tough day ahead on cob¬ 
blestones. 

Astana team leader Vin¬ 
cenzo Nibali of Italy, who 
kept the yellow jersey, de¬ 
cried a “crazy race” in the 
163.5-kilometer (101-mile) 
Stage 4 along the Belgian 
border as cycling’s big 
event entered France after 
a wildly popular three-day 
start in England. 

Unlike his wins in Stages 1 
and 3, when he made vic¬ 
tory look easy, Kittel eked 
out victory by a half-wheel 
length at the end of the 
ride from Le Touquet-Paris 
Plage to Lille Metropole. 
Kittel, of the Giant-Shimano 
team, didn't celebrate this 
time but panted and, in¬ 
stead, it was runner-up Al¬ 
exander Kristoff of Norway 
who swatted the air in frus¬ 
tration after being pipped 
at the line by the barreling 
German. French rider Arn- 
aud Demare was third. 
After a difficult day be¬ 
cause of crosswinds and 
jumpy nerves in the pelo- 
ton, Kittel said of his sev¬ 
enth career Tour stage win, 
“It's never easy ... (I was) 
lucky just enough at the 


finish line.” 

Froome, the Team Sky lead¬ 
er, fell early in the stage af¬ 
ter a rider bumped another 
into the Briton's front wheel. 
He got up, got bandaged, 
and got back to the pack. 
Afterward, team boss Dave 
Brailsford said Froome 
would undergo X-rays as a 
precaution. 

Slovak star Peter Sagan 
also went down in a spill, 
and he too recovered to 
finish. 


“It was a crazy race,” said 
Nibali, describing how 
his team informed him 
through his earpiece about 
Froome's mishap, and 
went back to see whether 
he was OK. 

Froome responded, “more 
or less,” according to 
the Italian. Froome went 
straight into the team bus 
and didn't speak to report¬ 
ers after the stage. 

He skinned up his left knee, 
left elbow and hurt his left 


wrist in the crash, and was 
treated by race doctor 
Florence Pommerie before 
rejoining the peloton. She 
told French TV the injuries 
were mostly superficial and 
amounted to “essentially a 
few scratches." 

Froome and two-time 
champ Alberto Contador 
are among 20 riders who 
trail Nibali by two seconds. 
An aching wrist could mean 
pain ahead for Froome. 
The peloton rolls over nine 


patches of bumpy cob¬ 
blestones on Wednesday, 
which could make for a 
joint-jarring ride and pre¬ 
vent him from keeping his 
hands on the handlebars. 
Many race experts believe 
Wednesday's 155.5 kilome¬ 
ters (97 miles) from Ypres, 
Belgium, to Arenberg Port 
du Hainaut, France, could 
offer the first big shakeout 
among the contenders be¬ 
cause of the treacherous 
cobblestones. □ 


Woods’ Ryder Cup chances 
depend on 3 tournaments

SOUTHPORT, England (AP) 

— Ryder Cup captain Tom 
Watson says Tiger Woods 


will be on the U.S. team if 
he's healthy and playing 
well. 

But what if he's healthy 
and not playing at all? 


Woods is at No. 209 in the 
FedEx Cup and needs to 
get to No. 125 to qualify 
for the playoffs. This next 
month of three tourna¬ 
ments — the British Open, 
Bridgestone Invitational 
and U.S. PGA Champion¬ 
ship — ultimately will de¬ 
cide if he’s in Gleneagles 
for the Ryder Cup in the last 
weekend in September. 
“He’ll be considered less 
of a pick then if he didn't 
have a track record going 
into the Ryder Cup," Wat¬ 
son said last week. “He’d 
be the first to tell you, ‘I 


haven’t been playing.’ 
How he’s been playing 
and if he's healthy, those 
are the two factors that 
I’ll weigh in choosing him. 
That's just common sense, 
in my opinion." 

Here's a common-sense 
way to look at the next 
month: 

—If Woods qualifies for the 
FedEx Cup playoffs, he’s 
on the team. He’ll have 
played good golf to get 
there. 

—Even if he comes close to 
the playoffs, Watson might 
consider that reasonable 


form to be one of three 
picks. 

—If he doesn’t feature in 
any of the three tourna¬ 
ments, and doesn’t come 
close to making the play¬ 
offs, Woods will have two 
weeks out of golf (unless 
he chooses to play a Web. 
com Tour event) before 
Watson has to make his 
picks. 

“I'll be watching Tiger as he 
plays,” Watson said. “He’ll 
be playing at The Open 
Championship. Hope to 
get together with him there 
and tell him my feelings.Q

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Swiss cheese Bones

Swiss cheese has a distinc¬ 
tive appearance; it is riddled 
with holes. In a late stage of 
cheese production a bacte¬ 
ria makes the cheese release 
carbon dioxide gas. This gas 
slowly forms the bubbles that 
develop into holes. This is 
great for the unique taste and 
look of Swiss cheese, but not 
so great for bones. 

Bones that are po¬ 
rous or full of holes like Swiss 
cheese are weak and break 
easily. Bones become porous 
because they have either lost 
or are not able to receive or 
process the materials needed 
to maintain and rebuild strong 
bones. Bones are made of 
protein, minerals, and vita¬ 
mins. The minerals in bones 
are: calcium, potassium, 

manganese, magnesium, sili¬ 
ca, iron, zinc, selenium, boron, 
phosphorus, sulfur, chromium, 
and dozens of others. We 
check the condition of bones 
with a Bone density scanner, 
also called dual-energy x-ray 
absorptiometry (DXA) or bone 
densitometry, an enhanced 
form of x-ray technology used 
to measure bone loss. 

The bone density 
scan will measure if you have 
healthy bones according to 
averages for a person your 
age, or if your bone mineral 
density is lower than nor¬ 
mal. Slight bone density loss 
is called osteopenia. If more 
bone material is lost the con¬ 
dition is called osteoporosis. 


which in Greek means “porous 
bones”. In osteoporosis the 
bone mineral density (BMD) 
is reduced, bone structure is 
deteriorating, and the amount 
and variety of proteins in bone 
is reduced.

For 
twenty years I have been tell¬ 
ing patients that getting too 
much calcium from pharma¬ 
ceutical or natural supple¬ 
ments can cause “free calci¬ 
um” in your blood. 

I consider this a toxic heavy 
metal. The same goes for cal¬ 
cium from milk products. The 
countries with the most milk 
consumption are the same 
countries that are suffering the 
most from osteoporosis. The 
majority of hip fractures occur 
in Europe and North America, 
major milk consumers. In The 


British Medical Journal, Dr 
John G F Cleland states “pa¬ 
tients with osteoporosis should 
generally not be treated with 
calcium supplements, either 
alone or combined with vita¬ 
min D.” Instead of pills and 
milk, try getting a more absor¬ 
bent form of calcium together 
with other vital nutrients from 
the same place as the cow 
(is supposed to), green veg¬ 
etables!

Prices usually 
increase weekdays dur¬ 
ing rush hour in New York 
City, on Saturday nights, 
special occasions like New 
Year’s Eve and during bad 
weather. 

Under the agreement 
signed Tuesday, Uber will 
set a cap during “abnor¬ 
mal disruptions of the mar¬ 
ket,” limited to the range 
of prices charged in the 


events in the city, such as 
conventions and parades, 
which may spike rates.

If you’ve checked out of 
the hotel room already 
and don’t depart until later 
in the day, or take a day 
trip and have some leisure 
down time, there may be 
a private space for relief in 
your city— or coming soon. 
The Breather app launched 
in New York City earlier this 
year lets you check-in to a 
commercial space com¬ 
plete with a table and 
couch to “meet, work or 
rest” for 30 minutes to sev¬ 
eral hours at a time.

warned Tuesday that

pean carriers to lower their 
fares. 

The warning came despite 
Air France-KLM’s aggres¬ 
sive effort to lower costs 
and step up its competitive 
game on lucrative long- 
haul services. 

The airline, Europe’s third- 
largest by number of pas¬ 
sengers, forecast an op¬ 
erating profit of no more 
than 2.3 billion euros, or 
about $3.1 billion, this year, 
less than an earlier target 
of around 2.5 billion euros. 
The airline said the effects 
of overcapacity in its pas¬ 
senger business were be¬ 
ing compounded by per¬ 
sistently weak demand for 
airfreight amid a lukewarm 
recovery in the global 
economy. 

The warning sent shares of 
the French-Dutch group 
and other airline stocks 
lower on European ex¬ 
changes. It came just 
weeks after a string of 
earnings downgrades from 
other European rivals, in¬ 
cluding Lufthansa of Ger¬ 
many, Aer Lingus of Ireland 
and Icelandair. 

The adjustments signaled 
continued headwinds for 
Europe's full-service carri¬ 
ers. They are scrambling, 
in the midst of steep Euro¬ 
pean unemployment and 
high oil prices, to fight a 
two-front battle against 
budget airlines in their 
home markets, as well as 
encroachment on their 
lucrative long-distance 
routes by fast-growing ri¬ 
vals from the Persian Gulf.

Stocks fall for a second day; Nasdaq slumps

NEW YORK (AP) — Inves¬ 
tors unloaded all manner 
of stocks Tuesday as they 
wait for corporate earnings 
reports to help them deter¬ 
mine whether a recent run¬ 
up in the market is justified.

It was the second day of 
broad declines following 
record closes for major U.S. 
indexes last week. The Dow 
Jones industrial average 
fell below 17,000, a level if 
topped Thursday for the first 
time in its 118-year history. 
The technology-weighted 
Nasdaq composite fell 1.4 
percent, its biggest drop in 
two months. 

Among the biggest losers 
were Twitter and Pandora 
Media, a music streaming 
service, down 7 percent 
each. Facebook and Net- 
flix each dropped more 
than 3 percent. 

Investors also dumped 
small-company stocks, 
which tend to be riskier in¬ 
vestments. The Russell 2000 
fell 1.2 percent. 

The winners of the day 
were utilities, considered 
a safe choice in uncer¬ 
tain times and attractive 
because of their fat divi¬ 
dends. That sector rose 0.6 
percent, the only one of 
the 10 in the Standard and 


Poor’s 500 index that fin¬ 
ished higher. 

Randy Frederick, manag¬ 
ing director of trading and 
derivatives at the Schwab 
Center for Financial Re¬ 
search, says the selling this 
week is not surprising given 
the S&P 500's near tripling in 
price since the current bull 
market began in 2009, and 


that the strengthening 
U.S. economy has trans¬ 
lated into a surge in prof¬ 
its. Expectations are for a 
6.6 percent gain over the 
year earlier, double the in¬ 
crease in the first quarter, 
according to S&P Capital 
IQ, a research firm.

Cupcake shop Crumbs shuttering all its stores 


NEW YORK (AP) — Crumbs 
says it is shuttering all its 
stores, a week after the 
struggling cupcake shop 
operator was delisted from 
fhe Nasdaq. 

The New York Cify-based 
company said all employ¬ 
ees were notified of the 
closures Monday. A repre¬ 
sentative for Crumbs could 
not immediately say how 
many workers were af¬ 
fected or how many stores 
it had remaining on its last 
day. 

“Regrettably Crumbs has 
been forced fo cease op¬ 
erations and is immediate¬ 
ly attending to the disloca¬ 
tion of its employees while 
it evaluates its limited re¬ 
maining options,” the com¬ 
pany said in an emailed 
statement. That will include 
filing for bankruptcy liqui¬ 


dation. 

A press release from its 
website in March listed 65 


locations in 12 states and 
Washington. The website 
had not been updated 


with notification of the clo¬ 
sures late Monday. 

Crumbs was founded in 


2003 and went public in 
2011, selling giant cup¬ 
cakes in flavors including 


Cookie Dough and Girl 
Scouts Thin Mints. More 
recently, however, it had 
been suffering from a 
steep decline in sales. For 
the three months ending 
March 31, Crumbs Bake 
Shop Inc. reported a loss 
of $3.8 million, steeper than 
the loss of $2 million from 
the same period a year 
ago. 

The company had warned 
in a filing with the Securi¬ 
ties and Exchange Com¬ 
mission this past May that 
it “may be forced to curtail 
or cease its activities” if its 
operations didn't generate 
enough cash flow. 

As of the end of last year, 
Crumbs listed about 165 
full-time employees and 
about 655 part-time hourly 
employees working in its 
stores.□

American’s CEO 
says demand for 
travel still bright

— The CEO of American 
Airlines says travel demand 
is still strong and he is not 
worried about airlines add¬ 
ing so many flights that 
they will drive down prices. 
American Airlines Group 
Inc. CEO Doug Parker said 
Tuesday that airlines can 
charge profitable fares 
even as they add seats, 
which is different than in 
past years, when they were 
losing money. 

Parker's upbeat tone con¬ 
trasted with comments 
from Air France-KLM, which 
lowered its 2014 earnings 
forecast because over¬ 
capacity on international 
flying is hurting profits. Last 
month, Deutsche Luf¬ 
thansa AG issued a similar 
warning. 

American is expected to 
release June traffic figures 
this week. Parker declined 
to say what the statistics will 
show, but he said, “We're 
happy with the demand 
we are seeing for the prod¬ 
uct throughout the world.” 
He dismissed the idea that 
there might be too much 
capacity on key routes, 
such as between the U.S. 
and Europe. 

“There happens to be 
some growth internation¬ 
ally from a number of car¬ 
riers, including American 
Airlines, in response to in¬ 
creased demand,” he 
said. “That's what should 
happen.” 

In the past, airlines strug¬ 
gled when jet fuel pric¬ 
es rose or overcapacity 
caused a drop in the aver¬ 
age fare per mile, called 
yield. Most carriers are 
profitable now despite fuel 
prices which are high by 
historical measures, and 
that is partly because they 
have been successful at 
controlling the number of 
seats and preventing pric¬ 
es from falling. 

American, which owns US 
Airways, earned $480 mil¬ 
lion in the first quarter. Ana¬ 
lysts expect net income to 
top $1.2 billion for the sec¬ 
ond quarter, according to

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Old vials of smallpox found in U.S. storage room

ATLANTA (AP) — U.S. gov¬ 
ernment workers cleaning 
out an old storage room 
at a research center near 
Washington made a star¬ 
tling discovery last week — 
decades-old vials of small¬ 
pox packed away and 
forgotten in a cardboard 
box. 

The six glass vials of freeze- 
dried virus were intact and 
sealed with melted glass, 
and the virus might have 
been dead, officials at the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention said Tues¬ 
day. 

Still, the find was disturbing 
because for decades after 
the lethal disease was de¬ 
clared eradicated in 1980, 
world health authorities 
believed the only samples 
of smallpox left were safely 
stored in super-secure lab¬ 
oratories in Atlanta and in 
Russia. 

Officials said this is the first 
time in the U.S. that unac¬ 
counted-for smallpox has 
been discovered. 

It was the second recent 
incident in which a gov¬ 
ernment health agency 
appeared to have mis¬ 
handled a highly danger¬ 
ous germ. Last month, a 
laboratory safety lapse at 
the CDC in Atlanta led the 
agency to give scores of 
employees antibiotics as 
a precaution against an¬ 
thrax. 

The smallpox virus samples 
were found in a building 
at the National Institutes 
of Health in Maryland that 
has been used by the Food 
and Drug Administration 
since 1972, according to 
the CDC. 

Officials said the vials may 
have been stored there 
since the 1950s — no re¬ 
cords were found that said 


exactly when they were 
placed there. 

No one has been infected, 
and no smallpox contami¬ 
nation was found in the 
building. 

Smallpox can be deadly 
even after it is freeze-dried, 
but the virus usually has 
to be kept cold to remain 
alive and dangerous. 

In an interview Tuesday, 
a CDC official said he be¬ 
lieved the vials were stored 
for many years at room 
temperature, which would 
suggest the samples are 
dead. But FDA officials said 
later in the day that the 
smallpox was in cold stor¬ 
age for decades. 

Both FDA and CDC officials 
said more lab analysis will 
have to be done to say if 
the germ is dangerous. 

“We don’t yet know if it’s 
live and infectious,” said 
Stephan Monroe, deputy 
director of the CDC center 
that handles highly dan¬ 


gerous infectious agents. 
The samples were rushed 
to the CDC in Atlanta and 
will undergo up to two 
weeks of testing to estab¬ 
lish whether they are dead, 
Monroe said.

stroyed. 

In at least one other such 
episode, vials of smallpox 
were found at the bottom 
of a freezer in an Eastern 
European country in the 
1990s, according to Dr. 
David Heymann, a former 
World Health Organization 
official who is now a profes¬ 
sor at the London School of 
Hygiene and Tropical Med¬ 
icine. 

Heymann said it is difficult 
to say whether there might 
be other forgotten vials of 
smallpox out there. He said 
that when smallpox sam¬ 
ples were consolidated for 
destruction, requests were 
made to ministers of health 
to collect all vials. 

“As far as I know, there 
was never a confirmation 
they had checked in with 
all groups who could have 
had the virus,” he said. 

Dr. Donald “D.A.” Hen¬ 
derson, who led the WHO 
smallpox eradication effort 
and is now a professor at 
the Center for Health Se¬ 
curity at the University of 
Pittsburgh, said it is highly 
unlikely more such stashes 
will be discovered.

said “things were pretty 
casual” in the 1950s.

Global vaccination cam¬ 
paigns finally brought 
smallpox under control. Af¬ 
ter it was declared eradi¬ 
cated, all known remain¬ 
ing samples of live virus 
were stored at a CDC lab 
in Atlanta and at a Russian 
lab in Novosibirsk, Siberia. □

NEW YORK (AP) — Graham 
Nash feels optimistic that 
young people will once 
again change America for 
the better. So while he’s 
frustrated by political ideals 
surrounding issues like glob¬ 
al warming and marriage 
equality, he realizes “those 
powers against progress” will 
naturally run their course. 
“They will all die at one point 
and the children will take 
over,” Nash said. 

He added: “Do you know 
anybody under 25 that gives 
a damn whether you marry 
a man if you’re a man or if 
you marry a woman if you’re 
a woman? No.” 

Nash said young people 
helped administer change 
in the 1960s and ‘70s, and 
today’s young people will 
have a positive influence on 
their generation. 

The 72-year-old member of 
Crosby, Stills and Nash spoke 
exclusively to The Associ¬ 
ated Press on Monday after 
the Paley Center for Media 
hosted a discussion with the 
trio about their newly re¬ 
leased re-mastered box set 
commemorating their 1974 
tour with Neil Young. 

The twice-inducted Rock 
and Roll Hall of Famer also 


shared his views on the na¬ 
tion’s highest court and its 
5-4 decision to allow com¬ 
panies with religious ob¬ 
jections to avoid the con¬ 
traceptives requirement in 
President Barack Obama’s 
health care overhaul. 

“It used to be that the Su¬ 
preme Court was a very un¬ 
biased set of people. It’s not 
that way anymore. ... They 
made corporations people? 
They gave them, corpora¬ 
tions, religious rights? That’s 
insanity to me.” 

He also feels Congress has 
been uncooperative with 
the president since Barack 
Obama took office. 


“A lot of it is political power; 
a lot of it is because he’s a 
black man. There’s a lot of 
racism in this country and 
we have to fight it. And the 
way you fight it is by spread¬ 
ing information and letting 
as many people know as 
you can what you think is 
going on and let them make 
up their minds,” Nash said. 
Nash feels that he and his 
bandmates — who some¬ 
times include Young — have 
a responsibility to spark so¬ 
cial change though music 
and discussion. “We’re just 
one link in a long chain of 
musicians that try to make 
the world a better place.”□

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Richard Linklater’s ‘Boyhood’ is the time of your life

NEW YORK (AP) — Richard 
Linklater’s “Boyhood,” shot 
over 12 years, has already 
been hailed as a landmark 
without parallel in movie 
history. It took a rare feat of 
commitment from Linklater 
and his actors, including 
star Ellar Coltrane, who was 
cast as a 6-year-old and 
wrapped as a 19-year-old. 
But Linklater shrugs. To him, 
the movie — patiently 
made by living its own sub¬ 
ject, time — isn’t anything 
audacious. 

“It was no different than 
life itself,” said Linklater in a 
recent interview with Col¬ 
trane. “When people say, 
‘Oh, it was really risky,’ well, 
I don't know. Compared to 
what? You're either alive 
or you're not. It was opti¬ 
mistic that we would all still 
be here 12 years from now. 
Statistically, it was prob¬ 
able.” 

What was less likely was 
that Linklater would pick 
the right 6-year-old boy out 
of auditions, only guessing 
at how adolescence and 
puberty would shape his 
star. Though it was a pact 
Coltrane (and his parents) 


made when he was barely 
conscious, Coltrane never 
waived. “I’m along for the 
ride,” he says, upbeat that 
the film — “this little private 
thing,” Linklater calls it — is 
finally coming out Friday. 
“Boyhood” is about an 
Austin, Texas, family of four: 
a boy named Mason (Col¬ 
trane), his sister Samantha 
(Linklater's daughter, Lo¬ 
relei) and their divorced 
parents (Ethan Hawke 


and Patricia Arquette). 
The project —conceived 
by Linklater to chart Ma¬ 
son from first grade to high 
school graduation — was 
so unusual that none of the 
cast could sign contracts 
for its duration. (The term 
limit is seven years.) 

The movie is fiction but its 
power is as a document to 
life. To represent aging, Hol¬ 
lywood has long employed 
a barrage of techniques. 


but those tools seemed ar¬ 
tificial to the independent 
filmmaker whose “Before” 
trilogy (which checks in on 
a romance every eight or 
nine years) also chronicles 
the unexpected twists 
of time. Instead, “Boy¬ 
hood" was made in just 39 
shooting days, albeit ones 
spread out annually over a 
dozen years. Linklater ed¬ 
ited as he went, rewriting 
to tweak the largely pre¬ 


planned story to include 
changes in Coltrane and 
the wider world. 

Coltrane effectively grows 
up on camera. Watching 
himself through his early 
teenage years, Coltrane 
acknowledges, can be 
brutal: “It's like staring into 
my own soul.” 

“Everyone kind of wonders 
how you change, day to 
day, much less over years," 
says Coltrane. “You have 
this idea of you as a child 
being very different from 
who you are when you 
grow up. But really, that’s 
one of the most terrifying 
parts of this is that I’m the 
same person.” 

And that, in some ways, 
is the revelation of “Boy¬ 
hood” — that while we 
all evolve and mature 
through time, we are es¬ 
sentially who we are, both 
child and parent. Our lives 
aren’t defined by the big 
dramatic moments usually 
highlighted in movies, but 
flow more naturally. 

“It's kind of comforting in 
a way to see it all together 
like that,” says Coltrane. “It 
kind of forces me to ac¬ 
cept myself, for better or 
worse."□ 


Can living like a star produce a happy ending?

“Jennifer, Gwyneth & Me: 
The Pursuit of Happiness,

Author and celebrity- 


watcher Rachel Bertsche 
spent nearly a year emu¬ 
lating the lifestyles of sev¬ 
eral famous female stars, 
seeking contentment, pro¬ 
ductivity and better arms. 
Her new book, “Jennifer, 
Gwyneth & Me: The Pursuit 
of Happiness, One Celebri¬ 
ty at a Time,” is “The Happi¬ 
ness Project” meets People 
magazine. 

Most celebrities are 
graced with devotees and 
burdened with haters, and 
this book — like the A-listers 
it covers — will likely face 
both. Some will hail it as 
a fun, thought-provoking, 
self-improvement memoir, 
while critics may call it self- 
indulgent and shallow. 
There may be some read¬ 
ers who find the idea of 
taking life advice from 
celebrities questionable, 
but Berstche — a journal¬ 
ist and former editor at 
Oprah Winfrey's magazine 
— creates a voice that is 
self-deprecating and rent¬ 


able. She knows her target 
female audience, and her 
research and writing skills 
make it an easy read. 
Throughout the book, 
Bertsche asks why women 
(including herself) are fas¬ 
cinated by celebrities and 
often see them as role 
models. Each of the eight 
chapters focuses on one 
celebrity’s particular as¬ 
sets and expertise, in an 
area the author would like 
to tackle to lift her self-es¬ 
teem. “A complete over¬ 
haul is too overwhelming. 
You don’t always know 
where to start. Comparing 
yourself to others isn't nec¬ 
essarily the healthiest meth¬ 
od of self-improvement but 
if it's impetus to get started, 
is that so wrong?” Bertsche 
asks. 

Bertsche is thoughtful 
about her goals in the proj¬ 
ect, honest about her suc¬ 
cesses and failures, and 
reflective about the results. 
She studies Jennifer Als¬ 


ton's eating habits and ex¬ 
ercise regimens to feel bet¬ 
ter about her body, looks 
to Sarah Jessica Parker 
for fashion tips and envies 
Beyonce's ability to work, 
parent and love gracefully. 
Taking cues from stars’ life¬ 
styles posed challenges. 
It’s easy to complain that 
stars have more money 
and access, but Bertsche 
gets creative by bartering 
babysitting and copy writ¬ 
ing for a gym membership, 
and modifying recipes and 
clothing choices to save 
money. 

Bertsche’s experiment also 
suggests that even the fab¬ 
ulous are flawed. When try¬ 
ing to follow Gwyneth Pal¬ 
trow’s food rules and cook¬ 
ing techniques, Bertsche 
points out the unrealistic 
amount of time and money 
the actress' habits require, 
and fails her seven-day de¬ 
tox cleanse after two days 
of drinking a smoothie that 
tastes like “sweet earwax.” 


Bertsche offers some valu¬ 
able tips — from how to 
create a signature style to 
how to nail Tina Fey's work 
ethic (hint: boycott social 
media and always carry a 
notebook). But the chap¬ 
ters on simulating the spark 
in Jennifer Garner's mar¬ 
riage to Ben Affleck, and 
following Julia Roberts' 
way of meditating to get 
more Zen, seem like guess¬ 
work. The book would have 
more teeth if Bertsche had 
been able to interview any 
of the celebrities she writes 
about to get their take on 
whether their choices and 
routines actually lead to 
happiness. Instead, she re¬ 
lies on Google searches, 
magazine interviews and 
many assumptions for infor¬ 
mation. 

Woven into the narrative 
of her celebrity makeover, 
Bertsche shares intimate 
details, including her deter¬ 
mination to get pregnant 
despite fertility problemsO 













My American Family

On the Fourth of July 1951, my 
parents were married. Not long 
ago, I asked my mother, who, at 
87, is still going strong, why they 
chose that date. I thought there 
might have been some symbol¬ 
ism. She quickly disabused me. 
It was because that was the 
only time “the market” would 
be closed, and my father’s fam¬ 
ily could attend the wedding. 
The market was Nocera’s Gro¬ 
cery Store, on Smith Street, in 
Providence, Rhode Island. My 
grandfather Lawrence, who 
also opened a liquor store a 
short block away, had started it 
in the early 1930s. 

Like many immigrants, Law¬ 
rence was a risk-taker. He had 
gone to Rhode Island from 
Italy at the age of 8 with an 
older brother. When Prohibi¬ 
tion ended in 1933, he and his 
brother opened a liquor store. 
When it became clear that 
that first store couldn’t support 
both families, my grandfather 
opened a second liquor store 
in the Mount Pleasant section 
of Providence - then an Irish 
middle-class enclave - a block 
from the grocery store. My fa¬ 
ther, who was a high school 
math teacher, worked there 
part time, but his five siblings 
spent the better part of their 
adult lives working for either the 
grocery store or the liquor store. 
My mother’s side of the fam¬ 
ily was Boston Irish and English. 
As my mother tells the story, her 
grandmother’s sister, a young 
girl in Ireland, was sent to sell 
a cow; she used the money to 
buy a ticket to America. Then, 
once she settled in Brighton, 
Massachusetts, she saved 
enough money to bring her 
sister over, too. That was my 
great-grandmother. By the time 
my mother was born, the Irish 
dominated Boston politics - and 
the patronage that went along 
with it. They voted for Irishmen 
on fhe ballot. Not surprisingly, 
my mother had two uncles who 
were Boston cops. 

My mother says that while grow¬ 
ing up in Providence, where she 
moved as a child, she never 
thought of herself in particularly 
ethnic terms; that may have 
been because her genera¬ 
tion had been in America long 
enough that their tribal iden¬ 
tity had begun to fade. But 
my father and his brothers and 
sisters were keenly aware that 
they were Italian-American - 
and it was not always a happy 
thought. Like many children of 


immigrants, what they wanted 
was to be thought of as Ameri¬ 
cans, not ethnic Americans. 
They spoke Italian to my grand¬ 
mother, who spoke no English, 
but they rarely spoke Italian to 
each other. They eventually lost 
contact with their Italian rela¬ 
tives. 

When World War II broke out, 
my father and his two brothers 
immediately joined the armed 
forces; my uncle, Dan, had his 
elbow shof up during the Nor¬ 
mandy invasion. My father and 
his siblings all had Italian first 
names, which bothered some 
of them no end. Dan’s given 
name had been Dante; he 
changed his name long before 
I was born. 

Still, they rooted for the Yankees 
because of Joe DiMaggio and 
voted for John O. Pastore, who 
became fhe nation’s first Italian- 
American governor in 1945 and 
its first Italian-American senator 
in 1950. For much of the next 
three decades, Italian-Ameri- 
cans dominated local politics 
and patronage in Providence, 
just as the Irish had in Boston. 

My mother tells me that on the 
eve of her marriage to my fa¬ 
ther, one of her relatives pulled 
her aside and said, “They’re not 
like us, you know.” But my moth¬ 
er could see that that wasn’t 
true in any way that truly mat¬ 
tered. As Italians and Irish be¬ 
gan to intermarry, tribal instincts 
lessened to the point of disap¬ 
pearing. My last name is about 
the only Italian thing about me. 
The same is true for my siblings 
and cousins. We epitomize the 
melting pot. We never vote 
based on ethnicity alone. 

The mayor of Providence to¬ 
day is Angel Taveras. He is the 
child of immigrants from the Do¬ 
minican Republic and is the first 
Hispanic to serve as the city’s 
mayor. Over the past decade- 
plus, Hispanics have become 
the single largest ethnic group 
in Providence, outnumbering 
whites 38.1 percent to 37.6 per¬ 
cent, according to the 2010 
census data. 

Taveras is running for gover¬ 
nor, and one of the people 
campaigning to replace him 
as mayor is Jorge Elorza, the 
child of Guatemalan immi¬ 
grants. Also running for mayor 
is Vincent “Buddy” Cianci, who 
has, famously, twice been the 
mayor of Providence and had 
to leave office twice on felony 
convictions. Bob Plain, a liberal 
political analyst in Rhode Island, 
told me recently that the Cianci 
candidacy would be “an inter¬ 
esting referendum on your par¬ 
ents’ Providence.” 

My mother, for one, is not long¬ 
ing for a return to those days. 
She recently threw a meet-and- 
greet for Taveras, whom she 
also supported when he was 
running for mayor. 

“He’s going to win,” she 
said enthusiastically. It’s their 
turn, I could almost hear her 
thinking.□ 
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Corner the Market on Summer Squash

Suddenly it is summer at the 
market. Make a wish for a 
summer vegetable or fruit 
and most likely it is there. 
Shaded tents now brim with 
green beans, tomatoes, 
eggplant, even corn. More 
stalls are piled with cher¬ 
ries and red currants and 
peaches and tiny sweet 
strawberries. 

But the summer squash 
appeals to me most: zuc¬ 
chini and its cousins. Patty¬ 
pan, Yellow crookneck and 
Ronde de Nice. 

My mother’s Midwestern city 
kitchen didn’t really feature 
fresh vegetables, only fresh- 
frozen, so zucchini was never 
an option our table. Upon 
leaving home, visiting a small 
farm in rural California, I tast¬ 
ed freshly picked summer 
squash, steamed with butter 
and fresh dill. It was a revela¬ 
tion. So much better than 
anything called zucchini that 
I had experienced, and per¬ 
fectly cooked, not too soft. I 
also learned how to choose 
the very best zucchini and 
summer squash in the patch. 
Not too small - the so-called 
baby zucchini are cute, but 
often slightly bitter. Pick the 
next size up, a little bit plump¬ 
er, but still firm, with shiny, 
pale skin. If you want squash 
blossoms, pick the males, the 
ones with the long stems. Fe¬ 


male blossoms quickly bear 
fruit. Forget about the giant 
overgrown squashes; give 
those to the chickens. There 
will new squash ready to pick 
tomorrow. 

If you have a zucchini patch, 
you’re all set. Otherwise, 
get thee to a farm stand or 
greenmarket for just-picked 
squash. There really is a dif¬ 
ference. The taste of new- 
cut summer squash is appre¬ 
ciatively sweeter, even when 
eaten raw. Grocery store 
zucchini is grown to a par¬ 
ticular length so it fits in a box 
for shipping; at the market, 
there are squashes in every 
color from celadon green 
to sunflower yellow, and in a 
variety of shapes to match. 
To make that simple steamed 
zucchini, put the chopped 
squash in a shallow sauce¬ 
pan with an inch of water, a 
pat of butter and a pinch of 
salt. Cook rapidly, covered, 
for five minutes, until just 
done, and a fork easily pierc¬ 
es the flesh. Serve it sprinkled 
with freshly chopped dill or 
basil and some of the buttery 
juices. 

When you tire of steamed 
zucchini, move on to zucchi¬ 
ni pancakes, zucchini pickles 
and fried zucchini coins. Put 
summer squash in your suc¬ 
cotash, your ratatouille, your 
frittata. 

Or give your zucchini a touch 
of elegance and make these 


savory individual souffles 
for a great first course. The 
soft flavors of cheese, egg, 
squash blossom and summer 
squash mingle beautifully. 

ZUCCHINI & SQUASH 
BLOSSOM SOUFFLES 

Time: About 1 hour 
Yield: 6 to 8 small souffles 
(using six 8-ounce or eight 
6-ounce ramekins) 

4 tablespoons unsalted but¬ 
ter, plus more for greasing 
ramekins 
1/4 cup flour 

1 1/2 cups whole milk or half- 
and-half, more as needed 
1 thyme sprig 

1 bay leaf 

Kosher salt and pepper 
Pinch cayenne 
A little freshly grated nutmeg 

2 pounds small fresh zucchi¬ 
ni, coarsely grated, about 4 
cups 

4 large eggs, separated 
1 small green serrano chili, 
finely chopped (optional) 

4 ounces Emmentaler or 
Gruyere, grated, ora mixture 
with 1/4 part Parmesan 

1 tablespoon finely cut 
chives 

2 tablespoons rough- 
chopped basil 

6 to 8 squash blossoms, tough 
part removed, torn into 1/2- 
inch strips 

1. Butter ramekins well and 
set aside. Heat oven to 400 
degrees. 


2. Make a thick bechamel 
sauce: Melt 4 tablespoons 
butter in a heavy-bottomed 
saucepan. Stir in flour and 
cook together over medium 
heat for a few minutes, with¬ 
out browning. Slowly add 
milk or half-and-half, stir¬ 
ring constantly with a wire 
whisk. Add thyme sprig and 
bay leaf and simmer over 
very low heat for 15 minutes, 
whisking occasionally, and 
adding a little more milk or 


half-and-half if the sauce 
gets too thick. Remove and 
discard thyme sprig and 
bay leaf. Season sauce well 
with salt and pepper, then 
add cayenne and nutmeg. 
Remove from stove and let 
cool slightly. 

3. Meanwhile, sprinkle grated 
zucchini with 1 teaspoon salt 
and mix well. Put zucchini in 
a colander and let drain for 
15 minutes. Working with one 
handful at a time, squeeze 
all excess liquid from zuc¬ 
chini. Discard liquid or use 
for another purpose (such as 
soup). 

4. Pour egg yolks into be¬ 
chamel sauce and beat 
until smooth. Add zucchini, 
chopped chili and grated 
cheese and mix well with a 
wooden spoon or spatula. 
Add a bit more salt and pep¬ 
per, then add chives, basil 
and squash blossoms. Mix to 
distribute. 

5. In a separate bowl, beat 
egg whites until stiff. Stir 1/4 
of the beaten whites into the 
zucchini mixture to lighten it, 
then carefully fold in remain¬ 
ing whites. Quickly spoon 
souffle batter into ramekins. 
Place ramekins on a baking 
sheet and bake at 400 de¬ 
grees for 10 minutes. Lower 
heat to 350 and rotate bak¬ 
ing tray. Bake an extra 10 
to 15 minutes, until tops are 
nicely browned and a small 
knife inserted emerges dry. 
Serve immediately.^
